Barnes’ sermon, are herein presented : 

“And the glory which Thou gavest me 
I have given them "—John 17: 22. 

“We sing a Te Deuin in our hearts to- 
day, not a miserere; a symphony, not a 
dirge. In the contrasted, yet related, parts 
of this music, minor strains, with even the 
silent cadence of tears, will ‘occur, for 
though we sing, we are bereft; our'sense 
of personal loss will express ataelf. But 
the ee strains, the rapid, joyous move- 
ments'in ouréyiipliony, express our Chris- 
tian faith and hope; make music that 
mingles wtih the heavenly strains in which 
our friend, whom we commémiorate, is rap- 
turously joining. Glory, not gloom, there- 
fore, is about_us ;-praise-and. thanksgiving, 
not sorrow and sadness, fills our souls. It 
is Christ’s glory, as His own words tell us. 
I could not begin the grateful task of set- 
ting down memorial words for Miss Lavin- 
ia Farnham without this thought: ‘She 
would not want me to commemorate her 
without the use of some words of her Sav- 
iour for a starting point and direction for 
the whole.” ‘And the glory which ‘Thou 
gavest me I have given them.’ Those of 
you who knew Miss Farnham best will say, 
‘Yes, she reflected Christ’s glory.’ Such 
words are appropriate for memorializing 
such a character. Christ’s glory reflected 
in His disciples. Lives like Miss Farn- 
ham’s illustrate the thought in that state- 
ment. To cite such lives, to trace to some 
de their wide influence for good in the 
midst of the evil we witness, is the best un- 


folding of such a thought as Christ’s words, 


ve us. 
vg rejoice to be the medium through 
which touching, beautiful ana profitable 
words may come to you from the many 
letters received. By means of these ex- 
pressions from eminent clergymen, and 
others, many of them personally known -to 
me and my warm friends, and some of 
them your former beloved pastors, I_ am 
able to appreciate the loss to family kin- 
dred-and the loss to the world. 

_I never looked upon Miss Farnham’s 
living face. Ido not know what I have 
missed ; but I have seen and known her 
through the eyes and minds of others, and 
through my own privilege of receiving from 
her an autograph letter on Dec. 20th: last, 
the day of my installation as your pastor. 
Nay, I have been to Sunnyside. A great 
ray of sunshine was withdrawn when she 
was transferred to eternal light and_ life; 
but it is Sunnyside still, for the sky of that 
home is suffused with light to the zenith 
from the sun that set Feb. 10th. 

By the delicate favor of the nephew on 
my recent visit to his now lonely home, I 
stood by myself in. the. sainted. aunt's 
room. 1 took in my hand her Bible, copi- 
ously marked, evidently much used, 
took note of various books of devotion. 
I observed the expression of her youthful 
spirit in the few pictures on the walls, 
humorous situations of children portrayed 
and one sweet pastoral scene. Then over 
the door, ‘a tic but realistic touch, a 
raven, with Poe’s words, ‘Never More,’ 
Pictures of churches and homes she loved, 
and noticeably a portrait of the Rev. Dr. 
Withrow She had never spoken to 
me in audible tones, but that day, through 
what I’ saw that expressed her life some- 
what, I heard and saw her. But I saw her 
on the day of my installation through the 
letter which [ received.” 


[Upon this letter appeared the coat-of 


motto, “Je suis pret.” 
“My Dear Mr. BARNES,— 

As the only living member of the 
North Andover church over which you are 
installed to-day, I send you my most hearty 
congratulations, and be assured you have 
my prayers that your pastorate may be a 
long and happy one. I have known every 
tor of the dear old church and loved 
them all. I hope to know and love you. 
My home is here with my nephew, a 
H. Gilbert, whose sainted mother was the 
first person to unite with this same church 
on profession of faith, and_ my father was 
one of the first deacons. I hope some day,

“Duties ‘on assuming a new pastorate 
revented my immediate of her 
ovitation so heartily given, but I expected 
Pe visit _ 1 felt that, although so 5 
she.might.live.yet-many..years... Your. last 
pastor, Rev. H. H. Leavitt, writes that he 
did not know Miss Farnham personally 
very much, having seén her but once or 
twice, since she did not live-here during 
his pastorate... But-he adds, ‘I knew many 
details of her life. Her lively interest in 
the church always impressed me, not simply 
its earlier history, but the vital life of the 
day. ‘No one was more eager in inquiries 
as to the religious state of the church than 
was she, and no one rejoiced more in séa- 
sons of refreshing and in times of ingather- 
ing. The generation in which she“was 
trained has no occasion -to blush for its 
work-in the lives of the two sisters, Mrs. 
Smith and Miss Farnham, while this gen- 
eration has had occasion for deepest grat- 
en that it inherits the legacy of such 
ives.’ 
' The Rev. William T. Briggs, second 
pastor, and here for nine years, an octoge- 
narian enjoying a hale, Christian old age, 
in East Douglass, Mass., after a few’ intro- 


ductory words to the pastor, spoke of Miss | 


Farnham_as follows: 

“}-shall never forget her cordial welcome 
when I was ordained and installed over the 
church in North Andover, the examination 
by the council being in her father’s house. 
That church she dearly loved, having been 
one of the original members, and continuin 
so while she lived. She survived them all 
Of members of the church when I was or- 
dained, I recall no one who seemed more 
entirely consecrated to Christ ; no one more 
cheerful in sacrifices for the then struggling 
church which lay so near her heart. She 
was one on whom I ‘could always rely, 
ready for any work that might be assigned 
to her... Especially was de the pastor's 
friend. She loved the society of ministers, 
and. they seemed instinctively drawn to 
her. 

Her house was proverbially their home. 
A rare privilege it was for me to share the 
hospitalities of her home—for a long time 
to sit at the same table, thus enabled to 
read her character and spirit. I found a 
rare harmony between her public and 
private life. faith has been, that 
a consécrated Christian life is the surest 
prophecy of a‘green old age.’ The last 
days on earth should bring the sweetest, 
richest foretaste of heaven. With Miss 
Farnham and her sainted sister, Mrs. 
Smith, this was true.” 

The Rev. Dr, Cobb. pastor for seven years, 
now Secretary of Church Building Society, 
New York, writes: 

“The first time I-ever saw Miss Lavinia 
Farnham was in the-autumn of 1854, when I 
entered the Seminary. Taking the Bible 
class of Mr. John Colby in the Sunday School 
of the Trinitarian Congregational Church, I 
was almost at once invited,— as students from 
the Seminary were so apt to be,—tothe Farn- 
ham home. It was one of the thost delightful 
families I ever met: ‘The dear old mother of 
sainted memory, and Mrs, Smith so recently 
translated to the world of light, her daughter 
Mary, her son Jolin, ‘occasional visits from 
other members of the family, and subject of 
these reminiscences, Miss Lavinia Farnham, 
formed the home circle. Her benignant face 
always welcomed guests to the home as if they 
belonged to her personally, and yet we were

~predentand_ prospective relations to Christian 


work. 

“Scores if not hundreds of theological stu- 
dents have received inspiration from. contact 
with the life so recently closed. Her acquaint- 
ance with. Christian work in all parts of the: 
land and world, her wide acquaintance with 
Christian men, especially ministers who had. 
graduated at Andover, her interest in sur- 
rounding churches, ier warm attachment to 
her own church, her tendér, prayerful and un- 
flagging interest in the members of her Sun- 
day School class, were a study far more valu- 
able practically than any amount of ‘work on 
a knotty point in theology. She had a'sort of 
succession of classes of young ladies. By this 
I mean that she would take a class and keep 
them until they graduated by removal to other 
laces-or- by translation from her class to the 
school of Christ on high. When I became 
her pastor in 1857, our. relations were very 
close, and especially so with regard to the 
members of her class. She-would talk with 
me, sometimes her face radiant, over any 
news she had to bring of the conversion of one 
or more of them. At other times her face 
wore an aspect of tender solicitude, approach- 
ing to painful anxiety, for the salvation of a 
soul, It would be exceedingly - interesting 
were. it possible to see together all the notes 
she ever wrote to members of her class. The 
would open up her heart in connection with 
our Sunday School work as nothing else could. 

Everything concerning the parish was of in- 
terest to her. Any new accession to the church 
was apewrweny as great @ joy as if she had 
been means of securing it. Any loss to 
the church by death or removal was a source 
of tender and affectionate concern. She was 
eminently a student of the Bible, a woman. of 
prayer. Trained early to punctual habits in 
everything, she -wag almost invariably in the» 
house of at all the services, both on the 
Sabbath and during the week.

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FISHING FOR FLYING FISH, - 


An Interesting Operation Which Requires 
Gentleness and Absolute Silence. 


. Barbados, situated in the heart of the 
northeast trades, is One of the favorite 
haunts of the flying fish. Its steep shore 


’ }ines afford the blue depths which the 


flying fish loves and permit it to range 
very near to land, Thus the fishermen 
yarely go more than’ 10 or 12 miles from 
home. When this industry was first 
eommenced by the Barbadians, or what 
led to its establishment, I have been un- 
able to discover, but it certainly has 
been for many years the mainstay of a 
large part of the population and the 


source whence the most popular food |: 


known on the island is derived, There 
are about 200 boats engaged in the fish- 
ery. They are painted a light blue, as 


~-pearly.approaching the hue of the sea 
as may be, and every care is taken to 


make them noiselegs. 

The fleét leaves the ‘*canash’’ (harbor) 
before daybreak, each skipper taking 
lis own bearings and making for the 
spot which he thinks will tarnish the 
best results. As the gorgeous tropical 
dawn awakes the boats’ peaks are droop- 
ed, luffs of sails are hauled up, and 
the. .fishermen get to business, The 
tackle used is of the simplest kind. A 
wooden hoop: 8- feet in diameter, to 
which is attached a shallow net with 
inch meshes ; a bucketful of—well, not to 
pat too fine a point on it—stinking fish, 
a few good lines and hooks and a set of 
grains form the complete layout. The 
fishermen are of all shades, from a deep 


vich-ebonyup_by fine gradations to the | 


eadaverous white so common on the is- 
land. Their simple fishing costume is 
usually one sole garment—the humble 
flour or potato sack of commerce, with 
holes cut in the bottom and sides, 
through which to thrust head and arms. 

As soon as the boat is hove to and her 
way stopped the usual exuberant spirits 


~-and-hilarious latghter-are-put-and kept. 


under strong restraint, for a single 
sound will often scare away all fish in 
the vicinity, and no more be seen that 
day. The fisherman leans far over the 
boat’s side, holding the hoop diagonally 
in one hand. The other hand, holding 
one of the malodorous fish before men- 
tioned, is dipped into the sea and the 
bait squeezed into minute fragments. 


_ This answers a double purpose—it at- 


tracts the fish, and the exuding oil 


—forms-a-‘sleek;”’-or-glassy,-surface—all- 


round, through which one can see toa 
great depth. Presently sundry black 
epecks appear far down, they grow lar- 

ger and more numérous, and the motion- 
less black man hanging over the gun- 
wale scarcely breathes, As soon as a 
safficient number are gathered he gen- 
fly sweeps the net downward and toward 
the boat withal, bringing it to the sur- 
face by drawing it up against the side. 

Often it -will-contain-as-many-fish_as.a 
man can lift, but so-quietly-and_ swift 
4e—the—operation performed that the 
school #re not startled, and it very often 
happens that a boat is filled—that is, 
7,000 or 8,000: fish—from one*school. 
More frequently, however, the’slightest 
noise, a passing shadow, will alarm the 
school, there isa flash of silvery light, 
and the water is clear, not a speck to 
be seen. Sometimes the fleet will re- 
turn with not 4,000 fish*among ‘them. 
—Chambers’ Journal.

A Suggestion for Heating the Bart- 
let School-House. 


‘To the Editor of the Townsman: 


DEAR Sir:—Assuming that another 
school-house will be ultimately built on 
the site-of thé one—recentlyburned on. 
Bartlet Street, I wish to make a sugges- 


in saving the town money and much in- 
convenience. Two of three school build- 
ings which have stood on Bartlet Street 
liave been burned, owing to defects in 
heating apparatus. I would suggest that 
when the new building is built, a boiler- 
house should be erected behind ‘the In- 
termediate School and heat should be 
supplied from it to the Grammar School, 
the Intermediate School, and the Pun- 
chard School. The smaller amount of 
coal needed to heat the three schools on 
this plan, as compared with that needed 
on the plan hitherto in use, would, I 
should suppose, even allowing for leak- 
age of heat in transmissions, pay for the 
plant in a few years, though the opinion 
of an engineer on that point would be 
more valuable than mine. But even if 
it did not, it is worth considering whether 
the town would not still be economizing 
through the complete prevention of dan- 
ger from fire arising from heating ap- 
paratus. The boiler-house might burn 
from an over-heated furnace, but this 
would not effect any one of the school 
buildings. 

It may seem unfair to compare the cost 
of heating by this method with the three 
coal bills paid for the three schools at 
present, because, it may be said,. the 
town now pays but two of these coal bills, 
while the Trustees of the Punchard School 
pay the third, I think it would probably 
cost the town no more to heat the three 
schools by the method I have suggested, 
than it costs at present to heat two. But 
if it should, it is only a question whether 
the town will relieve the finances of the 
Punchard School in this-way or in some 
other, or else ‘will be content to have 
some of its children desiring education 
excluded from the High Schvol. This 
school has outgrown its: resources. -Its 
members have been increasing; its teach- 
ers are already overworked, and there is 
no room for further growth. ‘If Andover 
shall—as it is to. be “hoped “it Wwill—con- 


tinue~to-send-more of its children to the: 


High School each year, and. if the town 
does not in some way provide farther 
assistance, the conditions of entrance to 
the school and of remaining in it will 
have to be more severe so as to exclude 
some who would otherwise be there, and 
thus diminish its numbers. This would 
be a course which -the Trustees would 
deeply regret, and I van-net-but think it 
would be a grave misfortune to the town. 
But it seems the only way out of the 
coming difficulty, unless the toWn wilh 
take upon itself some of the incidental 
expenses connected with the building, 
such as heating, janitor’s salary,etc. As 
the town owns the building of the Pun- 
chard School, it would seem not inappro- 
priate that it should also care for it. And 


this seems especially fitting when it is 
considered that the Punchard Fund ex- 
pends. nearly $5000.00 per year wholly in 
doing the work of the town, an expense 
which, in the absence of this Fund, the 
town would be obliged by law to meet. 
The Punchard- School would receive 
benefit from the plan of. heating I have 
suggested. But spare from this the plan 
would find its justification in the.advan- 
tages to the other schools through econ- 
omy of coal and immunity from fire.

‘Why the Town Should have a Fire 
Alarm. 


The burning of the Grammar school 
settles the question of a fire alarm in the 
minds of many citizens. When the alarm 
was given 10 of the 22 firemen didn’t 
hear the bell although some were within 
500 feet.of the engine house. _ Had there 
been a system of alarm, the men would 
have been notified by tappers (put in at 
their own expense) which would sound 
assoon as the box was pulled at the 
schoolhouse (or other points where they 
may be placed). With a fire alarm, the 
town at a slight expense could putin all 
public buildings an automatic alarm 
which would notify in a few seconds the 
fire départment, and save much valuable 
time and property. Had there been such 
an alarm in the schoolhouse, the fire 
would not have been mistaken for a lan- 
tern and allowed to make so much head- 
way before being discovered. 

If the town votes to sell one of the 
steamers, the Ballardvale steamer would 

) be removed and a hose wagon substi- 

tuted. "Then on an alarm from a box in 
the outlying districts the steamer and 
hose company from the centre and the 
hose carriage from the Vale would re- 
apend-and by so doing would have about 
8000 feet of hose; and I doubt very much 
if there is a house in Andover but what 
could be reached in this way. Although 
it would cause a little expense this year, 
it would pay for itself in two or three 
years, if not at one good fire.

In illustration of this Mr. Myers told 


__how his wife once followed a course 


mapped out for her by Peter C. Camp- 
bell of Brooklyn, who built the airship 
in which Ed Hogan went out to sea and 
was lost four years ago. Mr. Campbell 
ehallenged Mrs, Myers to start from 
East New York, go to the city hall in 
Brooklyn, thence up the river, across 
New York and to the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion in New Jersey, to the city hall in 
Jersey City, and finally to land in Se- 
edtucus. She made the trip in less than, 
an hour, and Mr. Campbell gave ber a 
handsome gold badge as a memento. 
‘*There are twoor three rules always 


“to be observed in managing a balloon,’ 


continued Mr. Myers. ‘First, be sure 
that everything is taut and shipshape; 
secondly, don’t try to estimate distances 
for yourself—they are extremely decep- 
tive when you aré in the air. Refer to 
the barometer, which is the aeronaut’s 
compass, always. The most important 
rule of all is, ‘Never give up the ship.’ 
No. matter what happens, as long as 
there is anything left of your balloon 
and you aré still fastened to it, you’ve 


got a-chance,’’ 


‘‘Have you ever had any unpleasant 
experiences?’’ asked the reporter. . 

‘*Mrs. Myers has had more experi- 
ences than | have.’’ 

Being appealed to, Mrs. Myers, after 
a mivute of thought, said: ‘‘A very pe- 
culiar aerial adventure | once had was 
over. Stafford Springs, Conn,, where 
two thunderclouds played battledoor 
and shuttlecock with me and my bal- 
loon. Usually I experience no difficul- 
ties with electric clouds, Their terrors 


when actually among them. the danger 
is slight, if it exists at all, In this in- 
stance, however, | got between an up- 
per cloud and a lower cloud, both heav- 
ily charged... and any balloon acted as 
a conductor between them. Firat, | 
would go up to-the upper cloud and be- 
come charged with electricity and then 
be repelled ‘to the lower cloud, only to 
be recharged and bounced back to the 
upper again. | played this elevator 
game 11 times before the clouds got 
matters adjusted to their satisfaction, 
Then they let me go unhurt, but pretty 
badly frightened by ‘being made the 
plaything of such gigantic powers. 

‘* Another experience, more common 
to balloonists and more: dangerous, | 
had on the occasion of the first trial of 
natural ‘gas for ascension in 1888 at 
Franklin, Pa.,’’ continued Mrs. Myers. 
‘The balloon was filled hurriedly, and 
in some way the balloon’ cloth got 
caught over the valve, closing e4 
went up too rapidly and tried to open 
the valve, but broke the cord, In sucha 
case there is but one thing to do—knot 
the ropes and keep the balloon from ex- 
panding to its full extent. Onder ordi- 
nary conditions a balloon half full at 
the earth’s surface will be fully expand- 
ed at an altitude of 3'¢ miles because 
of the decreased pressure of the atmos- 
phere. Hence by knotting up the balloon 
ropes the cubic area is diminished;-and 
the gas begins to pour out sooner. Not- 
withstanding my doing this, so fast did 
the balloon rise that it reached an alti- 
tude of more.than four miles before it 
stopped going. up. There I found a 
strong éast-current, as is almost inyari- 
ably the case in very high altitudes. By 
the aid of that current I traveled 90 
miles in as many minutes and finally 
landed in theonly clear'spot in a forest 
of 40 miles extent.’’—New York San.

BREEZY JOURNALISM, 


| ED IN LEADVILLE, 


Its Pathway Was Rough and Stony—Twen- 
ty Hours’ Work 9 Day For Editor and 


‘The Job Office Wasa Veritable_ 
& Bonanza— Prices No Object. 


In 1878 Leadville had no newspaper 
worthy the name, and people were 
gathering there by the thousands, At 
that time I was the foreman of the Den- 
ver Tribune, and in looking the situa- 
tion over 1 became, in common with 
scores of others, possessed of a desire to 

_fill‘one of the long felt wants of the new 
community. After talking it over with 
a couple of fellow printers and figuring 
ap the cost wevagreed on a local habi- 
tation and a name. { 

’ There was no such thing as a house to 

be had in Leadville at that time. 1 
couldn’t even find a room. Finally I se- 
cured a lot from a squatter out on Har- 
rison avenue, It was way off in thesage- 
brash, and I selected it because it-was 
cheap. After a great deal of difficulty 
and using what influence I could with 
the sawmills I got together lumber 
enough to build a one room house to ac- 
commodate the paper. It was almost 
impossible to get carpenters or people 
‘who would do any kind of labor. Ev- 

erybody was in pursuit of carbonates. 

However;after-something.of.a.strug-. 

gle the house was put up, and I was no- 
tified of the shipment of the ,office ap- 

_purtenances from. the St. Lowis type 
foundry. Béing a practical printer and 
aware of our somewhat straitened finan- 
cial condition, the purchasing partner 
had-bought-—just-enough of the various 
kinds of material to get out a small 
daily, which we called The Evening 
Chronicle. ‘ 


|...One partner was made business man- 


ager, a second took the mechanical de- 
partment, while I was selected to do the 
editing. I-was- managing editor, city 
editor, telegraph editor, set up a little 
type, made up forms and attended to a 
few other trifles. All of us worked to- 
gether almost unceasingly day and 
~ night. : 
Hundreds of firms were being estab- 
lished in Leadville with: not a line of 
printed matter in any shape—not a let- 
terhead or~ even. a card. -We had less 
than $25 in our treasury when we print- 
ed our first issue and knew we must de- 
pend on our job office for arevente. We 
got it. 
“It was not *‘How much does it cost?”’ 
in Leadville at that time, but ‘How 
soon can I have it?”” We knew how tc 
give it, dnd we learned how to charge. 


-|—-Everybedy—else-was—doing the same 


thing, each in his own line of business, 
Unr stock of job papers was limited, 
and correspondingly short counts were 
given to customers. The editor and 
ibusiness manager assisted with the jot 
work at night, ran presses, sawed wood 
‘and kept up fires. As a sample of 
‘charges I will tell you of one order we 
‘filled. 
|: We had no particular hours of labor, 
but were generally on our feet from 16 
to 20 hours out of the 24. After a day’s 
\work of this kind we were just shutting 
down one night when a gentleman came 
‘in and said he wanted 25 cards printed 
immediately. He was running some sort 
of a game at Tom Kemp’s theater, and 
this game required cards with figures, 
‘one figure to a card. He said he didn’t 
care what they cost so he had them by 9 
_ o'clock. It was then about 7, and we 
‘accommodated him. He was waiting 
\when the messe ‘ger, who was armed 
with the bill, arrived. 
| Have you gut them?’’ he said. ‘How 
‘much are they?” 
The messenger was afraid the man 
‘would fall down if he pronounced the 
\amount, so he handed over the bill. The 
sporting man pulled from his pockets a 
wad of greenbacks and handed over two 
‘tens and a five—@26 for 25 cards. © As 
the messenger started to go away the 
‘man said: *‘Hold on. Now, look here, 
I’m a gambler—that’s the way | make 
my living—but isn't this bill just a lit- 
tle high?’’ 
' You needed to know something about 
running a newspsper in those days. 
There was no lack of material, but it 
was not all easy sailing in a mixed 
crowd aggregating some 40,000 people 
from all _parts.of. the world and all 
classes of society. There was not what 
could. be’ called a large proportion of 
evangelists in the crowd either. 
One day we were notified that we 
would have to move. In fact, a force of 
men presented themselves and declared 
their willingness and intention to assist 
us in the speedy transfer of our goods 
and chattels to green fields and pasturee 
new. They didn’t have furniture vans, 
but they had some very ugly looking 
guns sticking out of their pockets. We 
didn’t see .« that way, so Davis slipped 
out and got twoor three rifles and as 
| many more revolvers and came back. 
We closed the doors and announced 
our intention of. remaining where we 
were. This kind of thing was repeated 
several times, but finally quiet was re- 
stored, our title resting in our firearms. 
I had paid $100 for that lot, and it was 
now worth $10,000; hence the conten- 
tion. 
I believe I have written more murders 
and shootings in a given length of time 
than any other newspaper man in the 
country. One day we had four, ‘which 
we spread out over four editions of the 
paper, the issue which consolidated the 
four having a scare head in type an 
inch long, ‘Hell Let Loose.”

' jana “killing, there has never been-a-more 

generous,open bearted, honest and faith: 
ful class of people than thesp miners. 
‘They gathered round and supported us 
grandly, coming to our rescoe as often 
as our ‘little property was attacked. 
|When we entered apon our second year, 
lwe had hosts of friends, a reputation 
which can almost be called worldwide 
and money enough to put uson goot 
terms with the rest of the world.—Kate 
Field's Washington.

Whether locality has anything‘to do* 
with it or not has not yet been definite- 
ly settled, but certain it is that in cer- 
tain portions of the country the olean- 
der, so much admired for its exquisite 
blossoms, has been the cause of serious 
illness, and in some cases death has 
been attributed toa too intimate associ-. 
ation with it. Several persons:were at- 


tacked with exceedingly- painfiil- throat... 


disorders, with headache, giddiness and 
violent heart agitation. The dispensa- 
tories class it as a heart poison, and one 
of its victims died_in the most distress- 
ing heart -convulsions. .. Animals. are 
affected by it as well as man, A valua- 
ble horse died a few moments after 
browsing on the stalks and leaves. Sev- 
eral cows died from drinking water into 
which some cuttings of the plant had 
been throwt', and other animals were 
very sick from inhaling the smoke from 
burning twigs and Jeaves of this plant. 
They were shut in a small yard, and a 
breeze carried the smoke directly to- 
ward them. In other localities there 
seem to be no serious consequences at- 


Whether immediate surroundings or 
climatic conditions have anything todo 
with the effects of this popular house 
plant would furnish an interesting sab- 
ject for discussion.—New York Ledger. 


’. When Apparently Freezing. 

Do not take a person severely chilled 
or apparently frozen into a warm room 
to be treated. The first thing to do, if 
the condition requires it, is to attempt 
artificial respiration as in **drowning."” 
Rub the limbs very gently with snow 
or cloths wrang out of cold water until 
good circulation is established. Give 
stimulants in small quantities ata time 
as soon as the patient can swallow. 
When fully restored, warm the room 
very gradually, cover the patient with 
warm blankets and give beef tea or hot 
milk, For the treatment of frozen 
hands, feet or any portion of the body 
the same principles apply. Rub slowly 
and very gently with snow or cloths 
wrung out of cold water while the 
numbness lasts. Then, if the case is se- 
vere enough to require further treat- 
ment, consult a physician.—New York 
World.

Gladstone's Possible Successor. 
_ John Points Spencer, whois said to have 
accepted the premiership, was born Oct. 
27, 1835. and was educated at Harrow and 


at Trinity “college, Cambridge, where he 


graduated in 1857. 
Earl Spencer was groom of the. prince 


of Wales from 1862-67.. He was appointed 
lord lieutenant. of Ireland in December, 
1868, and retained that office until the re- 
sighation of the Gladstone ministry in 
February, 1874. When the Liberals re- 
turned to office in’May, 1880, Earl Spencer 


‘was appointed lord president of the coun-, 


cil, 
On the resignation of Earl Cowper May 
_ 4, 1882, Earl Spencer was nominated lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, retaining his place 
in the cabinet. He arrived in Dublin 
castle on May 6, 1882, on the evening of 
which day Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
the newly appointed chief. secretary for 
Treland, and Thomas A. Burke, the under- 
secretary, were ‘stabbed to death in 
Phoenix park, close tothe castle. Some 
time later Earl Spencer was called upon 
to administer the provisions of the crimes 
act, Earl Spencer, in March, 1883, re- 
signed the office of lord president of the 
council, but Femained a member of the 
cabinet until the close of Mr, Gladstone’s 
administration in June, 1885. : , 

When Mr. Gladstone returned to office 
in February, 1886, Earl Spencer became 
tor the second time lord. president, of the 
council, and as he had by that time 
adopted home rule opinions, his support 
was of great value to the government. In 
August, 1892, Earl Spencer became first 
lord of the admiralty. 

Earl Spencer is chancellor of the Vic- 
toria university, The University of Dub- 
lin conferred on him, June-13, 1883, the 
honorary‘degree of LL. D; The earl is 
lord lieutenant of Northamptonshire and 
chairman of the county council. The 
earl in 1858 married Charlotte Frabos 
Fredica, fourth daughter of Frederick 
Charles William Seymour.
